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4. • The President authorized the following air reconnaissance mission 
for tomorrow: f 

a. Three U-2 flights over Cuban ports; 

b. Six low -level flights oyer the IL-28 field and Cuban ports 
other than Havana. 

5. The President asked that recommendations be prepared promptly as 
to our course of action in the event a U.S. reconnaissance plane is £ired 
upon or shot down in Cuba. 

6. The President r.Iled atter.f-~n to refugee* reports being widely printed 
in the press alleging that the Soviets are hiding missiles in Cuban caves. 
Upon being informed that the sources of the reports were unaole or un- 
willing to substantiate their stories, the President asked that this fact be 
brought to the attention of appropriate news editors.
